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“Who Will Take Care 
of the Children?”

TFN THE early days of Unity, when Charles and 

Myrtle Fillmore were just beginning their 
ii. work, Mrs. Fillmore had a vision. To quote 
from The Household of Faith, by James Dillet 
Freeman: “It had seemed to her that she was one 
of a vast congregation of people, many of whom 
were children. The children were completely un- 
disciplined; in great confusion they were pushing 
and squirming through the crowd. As she watched 
them, the thought came to her that they needed 
someone to look after them. ‘Who will take care 
of the children?’ she asked. 

“Even as she asked the question, it seemed to 
her as though a tremendous force took hold of her 
and impelled her to the front of the throng. As 
she was thus thrust forward, a voice spoke to her 
and said: ‘You are to take care of the children; 
this is your work.’ ”’ 

This vision led Myrtle Fillmore to start the 
Sunday-school work and to begin the publication 
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of Unity’s magazine for children Wee Wisdom. 
All her life she was devoted to the welfare of chil- 
dren and wrote and taught for their benefit. 


Most parents want above all else to see their 
children grow into happy, successful adults. 
Many times the parent finds himself surrounded 
by articles and material on child training, and he 
is beset with suggestions and ideas. From his read- 
ing and listening it would seem that the parent 
knows all the answers; and yet in spite of all the 
wonderful ideas he has read about in books and 
heard discussed from the platform, there are the 
children, pushing and squirming through the 
crowd, oftentimes completely undisciplined. The 

arent may feel like giving up; he may ask him- 
self, as Mrs. Fillmore did in her vision, ‘““Who will 
take care of the children?” The answer is already 
there for him: “You are to take care of the chil- 
dren; this is your work.” 

Sometimes the parent seems so unqualified for 
the job of rearing children that he hesitates to use 
his own ideas in teaching and training them. He 
searches for advice and information. He feels 
that if someone in authority sanctions his reason- 
ing then it may be right. But “if the trumpet give 
an uncertain sound, who shall prepare himself?” 
The parent should not be an “uncertain trumpet,” 
and he need not be. 








A leading journalist has said that we do not 
need to be child authorities in order to under- 
stand children and their needs. She says, “I re- 
member me.” So every parent was once a child; 
he remembers himself as a child; he remembers 
his longings; he remembers how he learned and 
grew. He remembers that he did not love his par- 
ents and teachers less because they expected him 
to abide by the rules, because they expected him 
to control his emotions and his disposition, because 
they did not allow him to continue in destructive 
or foolish ways. 

We are “uncertain trumpets” as parents when 
we waver in our decisions, when we are swayed 
by our fear that the child will not love us if we 
discipline him, if we do not allow him to be unruly 
and disobedient. 

If we remember ourselves as children, we re- 
member that we knew when the adults around us 
were “uncertain trumpets.” We did not respect the 
authority that was not really authority; we did not 
respect the rules that were laid down with great 
emphasis one day and ignored from then on. 

When we remember ourselves as children what 
stands out most vividly? Most of us cherish the 
memory of the persons or the experiences that 
made us feel capable and worthy even as little 
children. We think with thankfulness of the ones 
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about ourselves as parents. As we pray for light 











who took time and had the patience to teach us 
how to conduct ourselves, who took our hand as 
we crossed new thresholds of learning and living, 
who opened our eyes and our ears and our hearts 
to the wonders of the world about us and the 
world within us. 

The child who screams if you try to make him 
mind, who has temper tantrums, who is noisy and 
destructive needs and wants to learn how to live 
happily and peaceably with his family and with 
other persons. He will not love you less because 
you teach him that his way is not the right way; 
he will love you more because he will love him- 
self more. 

When do we begin to teach children how to 
act, how to think, how to live? From the moment 
they draw breath we are teaching them. A tiny 
baby soon learns how to get attention; he dis- 
covers that the world seems to revolve around 
him. Even with a tiny baby the parents can help 
him to get the feeling that there are other persons 
in the world besides him, that the world has not 
been created just to do his bidding. 

But even if we feel that we have somehow got- 
ten off to a wrong start with our child, that he has 
already formed negative patterns of behavior, it 
is never too late to begin changing, first, our own 
thought about him, and then our own thought 
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our unconscious example. 








about ourselves as parents. As we pray for light 
and guidance, we will be shown what we can do 
to help our child; our understanding of him will 
increase; we will become more aware of his needs; 
we will begin to see him as a growing and unfold- 
ing soul rather than as a “problem child.” 

The child is an all-important part of the family, 
of course, but he has to learn to make himself an 
important and valuable part of life. If he does not 
learn it as a child, he has to learn it eventually; 
and the way is harder for a “grown-up child.” 

“To whomsoever much is given, of him shall 
much be required.’’ Certainly this is true of parents, 
for a parent is given the greatest gift of all, the 
gift of a life to guide and help, the gift of a living 
soul to love. But with such a gift come require- 
ments. To be a parent calls for wisdom, strength, 
understanding, patience, love, for all the best that 
any human being can give. 

Parents who read Daity Worp are fortunate, 
for every day they are thinking about and build- 
ing into their consciousness ideas that help them 
to be better parents. 

Children respond to our unconscious influence 
as well as to our conscious influence, sometimes 
more so. The more loving we are, the more 
patient we are, the more understanding we are, 
the more we will influence our children to follow 
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our unconscious example. 

And children are very receptive to true ideas; 
they accept a belief in God easily and unques- 
tioningly. They long, even as we long, to feel be- 
loved of God, to know that God watches over 
them. Faith comes naturally to them, and our 
own faith in God and His goodness is one of the 
greatest blessings we can give the child. That 
child is fortunate who has parents who nourish 
and encourage the spiritual self of him, who 
help him to come to the place where he discovers 
for himself the living, loving Christ presence. 

In all our teaching and training and guidance 
of the child we should never lose sight of the truth 
that he is more than a child—he is God’s own 
creation. He has powers and abilities in him be- 
yond any we could pray for or imagine for him. 
He has everything in him that he requires for per- 
fect growth and fulfillment. Our part is to nourish 
and nurture him in his growing period. 


Are our children in need of help and guidance? 
Is our home in need of peace and order? Are our 
lives in need of happiness and love? Something in 
us will not let us stand back; something in us will 
not let us continue to feel helpless and hopeless 
about the situation; something in us pushes us 
forward and says to us: “You are the one. This is 
your work.”
